“BEEM WAS MURDERED.” 


THIS IS WHAT THE INVESTIGATING 
COMMITTEE REPORTED. 


A Sensation Among the Onion Veterans—A 


Course to Pursue Leads to a Bitter 
Fight, During Which a Motion to Dis- 
charge the Committee Was Passed—Mr. 
Sawyer’s Position. 

„The committee has in its possession facts 
which prove conclusively that Gen. Beem 
did" not commit suicide, but that he was 
murdered. The testimony does not implicate 
Mrs. Beem, but points with unerrimg cer- 
tainty to anindividual who shall be nameless 
for the present.” 

This sensational statement was made at 


last night’s meeting of the Chicago Union 


Veteran Club by John D. Adair, Chairman 
of the committee appointed to investigate 
the death of Gen. Martin Beem. The hall at 
No. 106 East Randolph street was 
crowded, and the meeting was the 
most exciting in the ‘history of the 
club. At a meeting held a week 

a committee consisting of Capt. J. J. Healy, 
C. A. Dibble, John D. Adair, and S. C. 
Baker was appointed and mstructed to make 
a thorough investigation. This committee 
has held daily secret sessions during the 
week, and from the insinuations made by 
the speakers last night the testimony gath- 
ered is of a most sensational nature. 

After the transaction of the regular rou- 
tine business the Investigating Committee 
submitted a written report, in which they 
stated that they had been unable to conclude 


their investigations and asked for further 


time. 

Mr. Adair then stated that he had a com- 
munication from Mrs. Beem addressed to the 
club, and started to read it. Half a score of 
members protested against the reading of 
the letter, but the chair ruled that Adair was 
in order and he was allowed to pioceed. In 
her communicauon Mrs. Beem said that a 
full knowledge of the facts attendant upon 
her husband’s death would be her complete 
vindication. She feared that the facts would 
be distorted. ‘“ Either I murdered him or he 
committed suicide. A report that does not 
affirm a belief one way or the other cannot 
be a frank expression of candid men, and is 
unjust to the living or the dead.“ She re- 


quested a public investigation from the com- 
mittee. She called attention to the fact that 


before leaving Chicago he emptied his vault 
and destroyed all papers “except those 
which reflect upon his self-appointed 
Continuing she says: “He 
then made a will and in a postscript suggests 
that he is to be murdered, points out the pos- 
sible method, suggests the probable murderer, 
appoints a committee to investigate the mat- 
ter, and finishes with a statement that his 
threatened suicide was meaningless and 
made for effect only. He had written for in- 
formation as to needed ammunition in order 
that his intended murderer might lack noth- 
mg. He then rushed into the arms of the 
one appointed to do the bloody deed and sur- 
prised. her with the opportunity. The fact 
that $35,000 life-insurance, payable to his 
sisters, may depend on bis making it appear 
that he was murdered seems to have oc- 
curred to few but the inventor: of the 
scheme.” Mrs. Beem concludes with an ap- 
peal to the veterans not to blacken the char- 
acter of @ woman im order to cover up the 
weakness and insanity of a fellow-soldier. 

The reading of the letter was followed by 
a profound silence. President Healy said 
that some action must be taken upon the re- 
port of the investigating committee, and a 

granting them the re- 
quired extension of- time. Capt. Davidson 
obtained the floor, and after making a speech 
in which he declared that Gen. Beem had 
been guilty of acts which would forever 
brand his memory, moved that the words a 
high and honorable man be stricken from 
the resolutions passed at the last session of 
the club. This motion was seconded amid 
the wildest disorder. Every member of the 
club was on his feet, and for a time 
it smelied of gunpowder. Adair moved 
a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the committee was granted further time, and 
in his speech declared that Gen. Beem was 
not an honorable man. 

Col. Sexton was in favor of dropping the 
investigation, and said that the case was 
one for the courts, and should not be venti- 
lated before a committee not clothed with le- 
gal authority. J. J. Healy created a row 
by accusing Capt. Davidson of revealing the 
proceedings of the secret session. He de- 
clardd that Davidson was a traitor to the or- 
ganization, and demanded that charges be 
preferred against him for conduct unbecom- 
ing a veteran. Gen. Trumbull was in favor 
of dropping the whole business and dis- 
charging the committee, and made a motion 
to that effect. The disorder was so great 
that it was impossible to put a mo- 
tion for several minutes. Accusations 
were made against the committee, charging 
them with star-chamber proceedings and 
high-handed work. Out of all this wran- 
gimg a motion to grant the committee further 
time was declared carried. Trumbull called 
for his moticn and, after considerable skir- 
mishing, a vote on dropping the entire mat- 
ter and discharging the committee was taken 
and carried by a vote of 30 to 27. The meet- 
ing adjourned without a vote and the discus- 
sion was continued for two hours later. The 
most bitter feeling was displayed and some 
spicy developments may be expected. 

The question of what became of the money 
with which Gen. Beem left the city has not 
been settled. The committee found that 
when Gen. Beem got on the train for Stan- 
ton he had a large roll of bills in his posses- 
sion and has not been able to find that he 
paid out a cent, with the exception of 88. 
after his collection of something between 
$750 and $2,000. 


WHY MR. SAWYER WILL NOT SERVE. 


He Is Already Overworked and Cannot 
Take This Additional Load on His Shoul- 
ders. 

No application has been made to the Pro- 
bate Court to admit Gen. Beem’s will to pro- 
bate, and the parties interested are involved 
in a petty wrangle over the question of the 
executor. C. P. Sawyer, named by Gen. 
Beem, is unwilling to serve, but would be 
satisfied to have any disinterested man act. 
Gen. Beem’s relatives signed petitions to the 
court asking for the appointment of L. W. 
Noyes, Mrs. Beem’s friend, but have changed 
their minds and revoked their signatures. 
Mrs. Beem wants Sawyer to serve and flatly 
refuses to consent to the appointment of any- 
body but Noyesin case Sawyer refuses, al- 
though she is willing to serve herself. Mean- 
while Sawyer holds the combination to the 
vault in which the mysterious letters ana 
documents are stored, and that part of the 
case stands still. 

The reason alleged by Mr. Sawyer for 
being unwilling to serve is that he is al- 
ready overworked and cannot take up any- 
thing in addition to his present duties.

times, linkea with great deeds and hardly 
any crimes. 

His origin was lowly. Pedigree he had 
none. His friends referred to him vulgarly 
as “a yellow dog.” His enemies, the tramps, 
considered him a cur.“ Dogs of high de 
gree passed him by in his early years with a 
sniff of disdain. Big St. Bernards and shag- 
gy Newfoundlands would not even look at 
him. He was a friendless little dog in those 
days, and in later times when he became 
famous much of the charity which he ex- 
tended to little pariah dogs was due to the 
memory of the miseries that he had known. 

His first start in life was in the saloon of 
Capt. Doty on Fourth avenue. Entering the 
establishment in a lowly capacity he was 
quickly remarked for his scientific method of 
dealing with tramps. He would ailow them 
to enter, to go round from table to table, to 
pilfer sandwiches or crackers, and to depart 
in peace until all but one leg was out of the 
door. Then Carter H. Harrison would spring 
at the heel of that tramp. His aim was per- 
fect. His teeth were young. His attack was 
so sudden that the moral effect of the bite 
was intensified. During Carter’s term of 
office in the Fourth avenue saloon no tramp 
was known to visit it twice.

With a noble 
fortitude, impervious to all the slings of 
fortune, he made the best of his new life, 
and devoted himself to the tramps and rats 
of Madison street with the enthusiasm that 
be had shown in Fourth avenue. His many- 
sided r revealed itself in different 
hghts. e watched the games of billiards 
with extraordinary interest and mastered 
the rules so thoroughly that he acted asa 
sort of umpire, correcting errors with a bark, 
applauding good shots with a wag of his tail. 

Though he often wandered into strange 
parts of the town, he came home with strict 
regularity. It was understood thatif he de- 
layed his return no advertisement was to be 
inserted in the newspapers. If stolen, he 
undertook to get free without assistance, 
and he frequently came home without his 
collar. 

The one romance in his life was his love 
for an Italian greyhound. She was as 
beautiful as he was homely. Shelived in an 
aristocratic quarter of the town and was be- 
lieved to be engaged to a mastiff of high 
lineage. Though her family was one of the 
finest in Italy, she was not proud, and when- 
ever she met the poor little fellow-dog, who 
trembied as she passed him, she would throw 
him a kind smile. Shedied of the distemper, 
and Carter H. Harrison never recovered 
from the shock. He staid away from the 
saloon for five days and slunk home at last 
in the most pitiable condition, so lean and 
wobegone that his friends failed to recognize 
him. He had tried to starve himself to 
death. 

The funeral will take place today. The 
coffin will be carried in a white hearse. 
About a dozen carriages will follow it and 
men of all conditions will unite in paying a 
last tribute of love to Carter H. Harrison. 


DR. BEAN IN PRISON. 


The Assailant of Miss Reid Becomes Sorely 
Repentant. 

Jouret, DL, May 14—([Special.|—Dr. Ben- 
jamin H. Bean, the Cherry Valley, lil, phy- 
sician who was convicted of a criminal as- 
sault upon the person of Miss Fannie Reia in 
October last, and who received a senteuce of 
one year at Joliet Prison, was landed in the 
penitentiary today, the Supreme Court hav- 
ing decided the case against him. Bean was 
broken-spirited. He shed tears all the way 
from Rockford to Joliet, bemoaning his fate 
and calling upon God to witness that he was 
innocent of the crime charged. This was the 
most celebrated case ever in the Winnebago 
County courts. Dr. Bean was a man of good 
reputation and a physician of extensive prac- 
tice. The crime charged by Miss Reid, who 
isa sister of Deputy-Sheriff Reid of that 
county, was committed in October last. The 
women of the White Cross took upon them- 
selves the prosecution of the defendant, and 
backed up Miss Reid. When the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty Bean’s attorneys ob- 
tained his release on $10,000 bail and carried 
the case tothe Supreme Court. Bean was 
escorted back to Cherry Valley by his friends 
with a brass band and made the heroof the 
hour, and a fine banquet was given in his 
honor by men who would not believe him 
guilty, But, in spite of the influence of 
friends, brass bands, banquets, and peti- 
tions, the Supreme Court, with but one dis- 
senting voice, said that the sentence must 
stand. Bean appeared like an insane man as 
he tottered through the doors of the prison

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ABOVE HIGH-WATER MARK IN IOWA. 


Railroads and Business Interests Suffering 
Severely. 

Kroxtx, Ia., May 14.—[Special.}—During 
last night and today the river at this peint 
has crept up slowly, until now the recorded 
stage is 19.8 feet above low-water mark, and 
nearly one foot above the highest point 
reached during 1881. The situation in this 
city and at Warsaw and Alexandria remains 
unchanged, the water already having done 
all the damage in these places that it is pos- 
sible todo. The railroads are made to feel 
the effects of the flood more forcibly 
as the rise continues. Not only does 
the water over their tracks inter- 
fere with the operation of trains, 
but is washing out roadbeds and bridges, and 
nevessitating constant vigilance and heavy 
expenditure to keep the line unbroken. To 
those already made sufferers by the flood are 
now added the wholesale dealers of the city, 
who find themselves almost wholly cut off 
from their trade in Iowa and Missouri. Re- 
ports from the Des Moines River indicate 
that the stream is falling, and it is thought 
the worst will be reached here tonight or to- 
morrow. - 

Dusvevz, Ia, May 14.—[Speciai.|—The 
river came to a standstill two days ago and 
last evening commenced to fall. The decline 
is nearly two inches and it is now going 
down rapidly. All danger of further damage 
is past. It will be at least two weeks before 
work can be resumed in the saw-mills. The 
breaks in the river roads have been repaired 
and trains were running today as usual, al- 
though behind time. ‘ . 

Davenport, [a., May 14.—[Special.|—The 
Mississippi River reached its highést record- 
ed stage at noon today, when the gage 
marked eighteen feet and six inches.

SIZED UP IN ENGLAND, 


The Measure of Mr. Gould from a Financial 
Authority. 
SPECTAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE, 
[ Copyright, 1888, by James Gordon Bennett. 
Lonpon, May 13.—The following extract 
from the current Zeonomist, which is much 
regardea by financial circles, cannot fail to 
interest American bankers as reflecting the 
English sentiment of one well known on both 
sides of the Atlantic: Every one now 
knows something of Mr. Gould’s operations 
with such companies as the Erie, the Union 
Pacific, the Wabash, and allied lines of the 


Missouri Pacific, of which the Missouri, Kan- . 


sas & Texas is just now an unfortanate ex- 
am In ali these cases it has been effect- 
ually demonstrated that Mr. Gould works 
only for his own hand, no matter whethor he 
holds a position of trust or not; that his 
unscrupulousness is only to be matched 
by his consummate skill in manipuiation; 
and that his transactions have frequently 
only just been within the bounds of the law, 
although considerably beyond the limits of 
ordinary commercial morahty. As a result 
Mr. Gould has amassed great wealth, while 
most of the undertakings with which he has 
been connected become mere derelicts. Of 
Mr. Huntington the same cannot be said, but 
at the same time he is the chief of the well- 
known Southern Pacific clique and has worked 
in an atmosphere of mystery which has been 
extremely injurious to all interests except his 
own. However, the public, both here and in 
the United States, are now well aware of the 
risks they run in having to do with these 

tlemen, and asa consequence they reso- 
utely refuse to have anything to do with 
their projects except, of cou where old 
investments made in the time of ignorance 
are still being clung to in the hope 
that they may be retrieved. With 
the investment market thus closed 
to them these operators find their sphere of 
activity greatly curtailed, as a result of which 
they may be ultimately forced to withdraw 
largely from what is rather euphoniousiy 
termed “railroad management.” Scarcely 
anything has been more characteristic of 
American railroads than their autocratic 
management, but during the last few years 
a marked change has taken place in this re- 
spect. For instance, the deatn of Mr. V ander- 
bilt led to the division of his enormous fort- 
une. Again, the death of Mr. Garrett placed 
the control of his road in the hands of his 
son, who speedily found it advisable to leave 
the company to be controlled by representa- 


| tives of shareholders. The removal of these 


operators, who by their interests were usually 
leaders of the bull party, has had the effect 
of greacly restricting the scope of great bear 
speculators. There still remain, however, 
two railway operators in the United States 
who from their skill in manipulation have 
long stood in the frontrank. We refer to 
Mr. Jay Gould anc Mr. C. P. Huntington, but 
to both of them the last few years appear to 
have been unfavorable.

o'clock this morning. A freieht-train ar- 
rived at Colorado Springs at 2:30 a. m. and 
a portion of it was detached for switching. 
Five cars, with four brakes set, were left 
standing on the maintrack. One was a tank 
car filled with naphtha, and another was a car 
containing 7,000 pounds of giant powder. One 
was a caboose, the others were loaded 
with ordinary freight. 

The brakeman is positive that he set 


brakes enough to hold the cars. About ten 


minutes after a tramp asked him what had 
become of the rear cars. He looked down 
the track but could not see the green and red 
signal lights on the car. He walked to the 
place where the cars had been standifig and 
was horrified to see them gone. He rushed 
to the depot to give warning, as he knew that 
No. 7—the Kansas City passenger express 
was due at Colorado Springs at 3:18. The 
front portion of the freight-train then 
started to overtake the wild cars, but 
before it had gone two miles below the city 
the fatal explosion had taken place. The 
night operator at the depot endeavored to 
reach the operator at Fountain, but failed to 
do so before the on. 

The freight-train continued its journey to 
Fountain and arrived there at4o’clock. A 
horrible sight met the eyes of the trainmen. 
A dense cloud of smoke wus rising from the 
ruins of the passenger depot, and near it 
were the promiscuous remnants of the 
wrecked freight-cars. In the gray light of the 
morhing they could see the passengers of the 
train and citazensof the place moving the 
wounded from where they had fallen to the 
neighboring houses. The evidences of de- 
struction were manifested on every side. 
Buildings were coilapsed, windows complete- 


ly shattered, and the interior of every house 
badly demolished. In every house in town 
the plaster had fallen down, covering the 


furniture. The doors were blown in, and the 
supports in many instances had been taken 
from the roofs, which had fallen in. The 
Baptist church, which stood near the depot, 
was totally demolished, and the only re- 
mains of the structure 1 a large pile 
of lumber. Not a house escaped the force of 
the explosion, and ranchmen who live near 
the village stated that the windows had been 
broken in their houses. 

On every side were portions of the wreck 
which had been hurled by the explosion ; car- 
wheels were found split in two at a distance of 


550 feet from the wreck. Large pieces of the 
railroad iron which were on the cars were 


carried fully twice that distance. Rails were 
twisted as if they had been reeds, while 
one rail was torn from the ties and carried 
a distance of 200 feet and was driven into 
the ground and now stands on end. Pieces 
of iron and car-wood were thrown with great 
violence against the houses, and sewer-tiling 
on one of the freight-cars was almost ground 
to powder. The lumber-yard of C. F. Smith, 
who was killed by the explosion, was located 
near the depot. But few pieces of lumber 
remain on the spot. 

The explosion did not come upon the resi- 
dents of the village without a warn- 
ing.

The only remains of the 
freight-cars is a small pile of tracks, wheels, 
and twistediron. Noneof the passengers 
were injured except from the shock, but the 
inhabitants of the town who had beén aroused 
by the noise of the collision suffered when 
the explosion occurred from the flying 
missiles which filied the air. iron bolts, 
pieces of car-wheeis, and other substances 
new like shot in a battle.

George Fleming, the packer, yesterday 
filed papers asking for a patent on an ice re- 
fmgerator of his invention. There is no ice 
used, the cooling being done by chemicals. 
Between the sides, top, back, and bottom of 
the proposed box Mr. Fleming introauces 
‘water from the main. The water floods the 
place with the assistance of pipes. On the 
top of the box is a-huge coil, upon which the 
chemicals are placed and which, solidifying, 
keeps the water always freezing cold, and 
the pipes continuing down the opposit side 
of the box can be attached to any faucet and 
the water used for household purposes. The 
new process not only does away with ice and 
labor but is cheap, $1 worth of chemicals 
lasting as long as the box. Mr. Fleming has 
tested the refrigerator with hams and finds 
that its works successfully.

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THE SUPREME COURT HANDS N IM- 
PORTANT OPINIONS. 


Why the Telephone Case Will Not Be Re- 
opened—Coy and Bernhamer Must Serve 
Their Terms of Sentence—Kidnaaping 
Prisoners Does Not Vitiate Conviction— 
Land Grants Defined aa to Territory— 
The Patti-Mexico Swindler Is Held— 

Other Cases. 


Wasurineron, D. C., May 14.—The Supreme 
Court today denied the application for a re- 
hearing of the telephone case. This applica- 
tion was made by the Peopie’s and Overland 
Telephone Companies, who claim that Draw- 
baugh, and not Bell, was the first inventor of 
the telephone. 5 8 

Justice Miller announced the opinion of 
the court orally. He simply said that as none 
of the three Justices who had concurred in 
the opinion of Chief-Justice Waite upholding 

validity of Bell's patent had requested a re- 
hearing, and as it was the settled rule of the 
court not to grant rehear uniess this was 
done, the application must be denied. 

The decision of the court below was sus- 
tamed in the case of Pliant Mahon, sg esa 
vs. Abner Justice, jailer of Pike unty, 
Kentucky. This was an application for a writ 
of habeas co ari outof tne celebrat- 
ed Hatfield-McCoy vendetta, and was brought 
here on appeal from the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the District of Kentucky, 
which declined to t the writ. Mahon, 
who is a citizen of West Virgi was indict- 
ed in 1882 by tne Circuit Court of Pike Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, on three charges of murder. 
In September of last year the Governor of 
Kentucky made a requisition upon 
the Governor of West Virginia for 
the surrender of Mahon to answer 
the indictments found inst him, 
and appointed Frank hillips an 
agent to bring Mahon into the State of Ken- 
tucky when arrested under the requisition. 
The Governor of West Virginia refused to 
comply with the requisition, and in January 
last Phillips and others seized Mahon in West 
Virginia and forcibly carried him to Pike 
County, Kentucky, where he was thrown 
into jail, charged with murder. The Govern- 
or of West Virginia made a formal demand 
for Mahon’s release, which was refused by 
the Governor of Kentucky, and aplication 
was then made fora writ of habeas corpus. 
It was contended on behalf of Mahon 
that this action of Phillips was a 
violation of the Constitution of the 
United States in that it deprived him of 
his liberty without due process of law. 
Counsel for the State of Kentucky main- 
tained that the act of Phillips in seizing 
Mahon was unautho but that the State 
of Kentucky was fully justified in holding 
him when he was found within her borders, 
and that the question of how he came there 
was not one to be considered. Any remedy 
sought to be applied, it was asserted, must 
be brought agaiust eR 2 for trespass and 
not against the State of mtucky. Justice 
Bradley dissented. 


New York Circuit Court in refusing a writ 
of habeas corpus in the case of George Ben- 
son, appellant, vs. Juan N. Navarro, Mexican 
Consul General, and the Republic of Mexico. 
This suit is known as the Patti ticket swind- 
ling case of the City of Mexico. 
he court also denied the application of 
Coy and Bernhamer for a writ of babeas 
corpus. These cases are better known as 
the Indiana tally-sheet election-fraud cases, 
and grew out of frauds alleged to have been 
committed in Marion County, Indiana, in 
the election last November. Coy and Bern- 
hamer were convicted of complicity in the 
frauds, and the latteris now serving out a 
term of eighteen months in the Michigan 
City Penitentiary, while Coy is confined in 
the Marion County Jail, being too sick to be 
removed to the penitentiary. It was con- 
tended on behalf of the prisoners that the 
ederal Court had no jurisdiction to try 
them, as the alleged election frauds con- 
cerned only the county ticket and did not 
affect the Congressional election. Opinion 
by Justice Miller, Justice Field dissenting. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the decision 
of the lower courts in the case of R. E. 
Jenkins vs. The International Bank of Chi- 
cago, Also in the case of George B. Rich- 

son vs. C. B. Day. 

The court also rendered an opinion in 
what is known as the Musician boycott case 
of Callan et al. vs. Wilson, Marshal of the 
District of Columbia. Callan and others 
were convicted in the District police court 
of conspiracy to break up the business of an- 
other. musician who declined to comply with 
certain rules of the Musicians’ Union. Cal- 
lan demanded a trial by jury, ana, this being 
denied, application was made after he had 
been convicted tor a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was denied Dy 
the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. An appeal was 
taken to this court, which reverses the judg- 
ment of the lower court and orders the 
granting of the writ, thus releasing Callan 
from custody. The decision was based on 
the ground that the Constitution gave the 
persons convicted the right of trial by jurv. 

The court also rendered a decision in the 
case of Frank Ratterman vs. the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, and 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
appellant, vs. KRatterman. In these 
cases, a up on cross appeals 
from the Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of Ohio, the suit was begun by a bill of 
complaint filed by the Western Union Com- 
pany seeking to be relieved from a tax im- 
posed by the county upon the gross receipts 
for messages in the county, alleging the tax 
to be illegal and void. The court answers 
the question in regard to which the Circuit 
Court is divided by saying that a single tax 
assessed under the Revised Statutes of 
Ohio upon the receipts of a telegraph com- 

y which were derived partly from inter- 
tate commerce and partly from commerce 
within the State, but which were returned 
wholly invalid, is invalid only in propor- 
tion to the extent that such receipts were de- 
rived from inter-State commerce. The de- 
cision of the Circuit Court is affirmed. 

The court also rendered a decision in case 
of the United States, appellant, vs. McLaugh- 
lin et al. from the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of 
California. Suit was brought in this case by 
the Government against the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company and McLaughiin et al. as 
holders of patents for iand lying along 
the route of the railroad between 
Stockton and Sacramento and claimed to be 

tof the grantto the railroad company. 
he Government claimed that the tents 
were issued for this land as railroad land by 
mistake. The mistake was that the land was 
within the exterior boundaries of a Mexican 
grant, known as the Moquelokmas grant, 
which formed the basis of the con- 
test. The railroad company contended 
that the eastern boun was in- 
tended. to ge to the foot ls, which 
would make the territory described contain 
nearly twice the amount granted. Grants of 
that kind, it was explained, of acertain quan- 
as, | to be located in a larger area, were 
calied floating grants. The Government con- 
tended that the lands within the exterior 
boundaries of this grant were reserved from 
sale or other disposition, being under 
examination im the courts, and that 
the railroad grant did not take 
effect at any point within the exterior limits 
of this Mexican: grant, the railroad having 
been located across the grant. This was 
true with regard to public reservations of 
lands, such as Indian or military reserva- 
tuons. It was also true with regard to Mex- 
ican grants of specific land while they were 
under examination. But the company con- 
tended that floating grants were not subject 
to this rule, and hence obtained patents to 
the land in dispute. The court decided 
that the eastern boundary of the 
Mexican grant was as the railroad com 
claimed it to be, and therefore most of the 
lands outside of its exterior limits, and as to 
them the patent was valid. Second, that the 
law of reservation did notapply to floating 
grants further than to satisty the quantity 
granted, and therefore the remaining lands 
in dispute were also free and the patent was 
good us to them also. The decree of the court 
was aflirmed, and it was further ordered 
that this decree be entered nunc pro tunc as 
of Oct. 10, 1877. 

Cases 11 and 12 involved the same points as 
those set forth in the above and were de- 
cided similarly. 

Justice Miller announced the following 
order: : 

It is now ordered by the court that all the 
cases on the docket not decided and all the other 
business of the term not disposed of by the court 
be and the same are hereby continued until the 
next term of the court. Adjourned for the term 
until October next.

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CHISE TO DO BUSINESS. 


Some Stringent Clauses in the Proposed 
Ordinance—The City and the Trust—All 
Gas Questions a Special Order for Next 
Monday Night—What the County Board 


Did Yesterday—A Batch of Municipal 
Notes. 


At last night’s session of the Council 
the Committee on Gas and Electric Light 
recommended the passage of an ordinance 
giving a franchise to the Fuel & 
Light Company. The only points in which 
it materially differed from the ordinance 
originally submitted were Secs. 9 and ll, 
which were as follows: 

“ Szection 9. If said company shall furnish 
illuminating gas, then such company or cor- 
poration shall supply gaslight under uniform 
and sufficient pressure between sunset and 
sunrise of each day, and the quality of same 
shall be as nearly uniform as practicable, 
averaging for any one month not less than 
sixteen sperm candles burning 120 grains per 
hour, to be determined py authorized pho- 
tometrical tests, a five-foot burner being used. 

Sec. 11. In the event that such company or 
corporation, within three years from the 
passage of this ordinance giving it permis- 
sion to lay its main pipes, etc., shall not have 
built and completed gas-works in said Cook 
2 sufficiently extensive to enable it to 
manufacture and distribute gas to an amount 
not less than 10,000,000 feet in every thirty 
days, ana located within the limits of Cook 
2 — be pa have commenced such 

expen ereon at least $500,000 
within eight months from the dateof the 
passage of this ordinance, or if such company 
or corporation shall at  any-time enter into 
any combination, directly or indirectly, with 
any gas company or companies, concerning 
the rate or priceto be for gas 
either to the city or private  con- 
ten 9 or if * company or 
mn shall, directly or indi 
sell, lease, or transfer its e 
privileges to any other gas company or cor- 
2 or if such company or corporation, 
aving commenced to manufacture gas, 
shall cease for a period of more than ten 
consecutive days (unless by reason of una 
voidabie accident) to furnish gas through 
its pipes, the rights and privileges hereby 
granted shali cease and be of no more force 
or effect; and it shall not require the judg- 
ment or decree of any court of law or equity 
to determine the said rights and privileges, 
but the same shall wnolly cease and deter- 
mine absolutely and at once upon the ha 
pening of any of the matters or things 
this section 3 

There is said to be abundant capital behind 
the new company. J. B. Clow, the plumber- 
supply man, who will be remembered as one 
of the witnesses against reformer Kiehm in 
the e trial, is active in pushing the or- 
dinance. The works are proposed to be 
erected near Brighton, in the southwestern 
section of the city. 

The Committee on Gas and Electric Lights 
recommended that the proposition of the 
gas companies for furnishing gas be placed 
on file ana the Mayor and 8 — be in- 
structed to open negotiation with the 
companies with aview to securing gas for 
1 and private consumers at $1 per 1.000. 

e Mayor promptly announced tnat the 
Mayor and Controller had done all the nego- 
tiating they cared to do, and that it was time 
for the Council todo something. He would 
decline to act. Ald, Hamline said the Coun- 
cil had the same remedy against the gas 
companies that it hada vear ago. It had 
raised the club, but had carefully refrained 
from letting it fall. Campbell was in favor 
of 2 the Mayor try the gas companies 
again. Rix. who seems to bea man of su- 
perior ability, about the only one among the 
new men who displays any, said the proper 
thing to do was to take the $1 per 1,000 on the 
North and South Sides, and then all pull 
together to get what reduction was possibie 
on the West Side. Totake an average price 
for ali sides would be distinctly to the ad- 
vantage of the gas trust, because the ad- 
vance onthe South and North Sides would 
more than balance the reduction on thé West 
Side. It was ordered deferred and published. 
Ald. Hamline moved that all ordinances re- 
lating to gas be made a special order for next 
Monday, which was aone. 

A communication from the County Board 
requesting the repeal of that portion of the 
cab-stand ordinance making the west side of 
Ciark street, between olph and Wash- 
ington streets, a public cab-stand was read 
and appropriately referred. 

Ald. Campbell presented an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the erection of any wood-working 
factory on any residence street or park front 
unless with the consent of the property- 
owners for 600 feet on either side, and com- 
pelling the proprietors of all such establish- 
ment to keep a fireproof vault for the sto 
ofshavings and; all other combustibies. It 
was referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Aid. Wheian wanted the privileges of fruit 
peddlers, etc., curtailed. He wanted them 
to have permission to locate their stands in 


Front of stores with the permission of the 


owners, but not within teen feet of the 
building line of any intersecting street. He 
said that they had gotten in the habit of put- 
ting tneir stands at night almost on the cross- 
ings, and their lamps were obnoxious to 
ladies on their way home from theatres. It 
was referred to the appropriate committee.

When it was presumed that Hyde Park 
Was annexed to Chicago the Public Library Di- 
rectors at once extended the privileges of the 
library to that ‘village. When the Supreme 
Court declared the annexation law imperiect, it 
became necess to recall all cards issued to 
Hyde Parkers. e people of Hyde Park have 
industriously circulated a petition praying that 
the Library Board should extend the privileges 
of the library to the Hyde Park ple upon as 
favorable terms as possible. rowing out of 
this petition, favorable action is likely to be 
taken by the board. A proposition is to be made 
also to extend the privileges.of book borrowers 
to all parts of Cook County, those not residing in 
Chicago to pay an annual fee of 88 for their 
cards. This rule, if adopted, will apply to all 
those who have places of business in Chicago as 
well as those who have not. 

The Committee on Fire and Water recom- 
mended the passage of the Inter-State Telephone 
ordinance, which has been hung up for several 
months. This company proposes to furnish 4 
good telephone service for 880 per annum. What 
patent it will use is not stated in the applica- 
tion for an ordinance. Ihe old theatre ordinance, 
which was introduced in the Council so long ago 
that even its projectors have forgotten it, was 
taken up and its passage recommended. This 
ordinance is designed to prevent speculators 
getting a corner on the theatre tickets and also 
to afford some additional safeguards for the 
protection of the public from danger of fire, 
etc. The latter exigency will be more thoroughly 
and efficiently met by the new building ordinance 
which Commissioner Edbrooke will soon com- 
plete. 

Ald. Landon’s bridge-closing ordinance 
was agreed to and will be submitted to the 
Council for approval. This is designed to close 
the bridges in the main branch of the river, and 
as far north as Kinzie street and south as far as 
Harrison street, from 6 to 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and from 4:30 to 8 in the evening. In the 
North and South Branches the design is to close 
the bridges between Kinzie and North Halsted 
streets and between Harrison and South Hal- 
sted streets from 6 to 8:30 and from 5 to 7:30 
p.m.

ROUGH ON THE STEAMSHIP LINE, 


Immigrant Passengers Bring Suit for Dam- 
ages—Their Story of Bad Treatment.. 

Boston, Mass., May 14.—[Special.]—An in- 
teresting case was brought in the first session 
of the Civil Superior Court this morning, it 
being an action against the Allan line of 
steamers. Thcmas and Sarah Gannon and 
Joseph Herman were immigrant passengers 
in April, 1887, on the Prussian, They bring 
suits on the charge that the food and water 
were improper, the quarters filthy, and the 
sleeping bunks unsubstantial. Gannon told 
on the witness-stand that. the berths were 
roughly put up, being just uprights 
jammed between the floor and the deck 
without fastenings. He had a lower 
bunk, and this was occupied by five men be- 
sides himself. One night when he was 
asleep the bunk above gave away and the 
men and the broken posts and flooring fell 
body cried out that the 

steerage passengers were being killed. The 
steward rush in and got the men out of 
the bunk. He was struck badly in the side 
and boards fell heavily all ‘over his body. 
They got three meals a day of bread and 
coffee and hash. It was nasty stuff. 
The meat was rotten and not half 
cooked. tea was dishwater 
and the butter was not fit to grease a wagon. 
The coffee was servea without milk or sugar. 
The meals were served right in the bunks 
and those who had no dipper had to take 
their food in their hands. Six men com- 
plained to the Captain and showed him a 
rotten piece of bread. They also complained 
to the steward, and he swore and told them 
to get out. He had to run all over the decx 
to find something to eat. The water for two 
days was but afterwards they only had 
— water, lukewarm, and not fit to

Now that over 700 delegates to the National

The talk about Blaine and Foraker, or 
Blaine and Alger, or Blaine and Rusk, or 
Blaine and Harrison continues notwithstand- 
ing Blaino's withdrawal and the fact that he 
could not now be nominated without being 
heavily handicapped by his own voluntary 
act. Another curious suggestion made by 
some of Tux TRIBUNE’s correspondents is to 
the effect that Judge Gresham or Justice 
Harlan of the Supreme Court should take 
the second place, with Blaine at tae head of 
the ticket! It is quite safe to say Justice Har- 
lan would not surrender his life office on the 
Supreme bench, with the privilege of retire- 
ment on full salary for life when he reaches 
70, to act as Vice-President for four years, 
-with little influence, inferior pay, no patron- 
age, and nothing to do except in the event 
of the President’s death. The same can be 
said of Judge Gresham. As United States 
Circuit Judge for the States of Indiana, IIli- 
nois, and Wisconsin he occupies one of the 
highest judicial stations in the country. In 
rank he stands next to a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, and in many respects he has a 
larger 1 duality. He holds for life, and 
after reaching 70 can retire on full pay. Can his 
friends ask him to resign his present distin- 
guished office with his life tenure to accept 
the Vice-Presidency with any one for Presi- 
dent? Assuredly not. There are few offices 
in the country that could come to Judge 
Gresham as promotions, and the Vice-Presi- 
dency is certainly not one of them. His 
friends have proposed him for the Presi- 
dency and they intend to urge nim for that 
office and that alone.

Similar resolutions have been adopted in 
other counties of the State. There is no 
doubt that they express the general senti- 
ment of the Minnesota Republicans. The 
Republican press, led by the St. Paul Pioneer- 
Press ana the Minneapolis Journal, is prac- 
tically united in support of Judge Gresham, 
There is every reason to believe, therefore, 
that the convention tomorrow will indorse 
him as the candidate of the State. Such 
action will have a most important effect on 
the delegations from the other Western 
States, and will not be without its influence 
on the Eastern delegates as well. For these 
reasons the managers of the Senatorial com- 
bine will doubtless try to prevent a Gresham 
indorsement. They have no strength of 
themselves, because Sherman is credited 
with only six delegates in the convention, 
while Harrison is not mentioned. They 
will try to utilize Blaine’s undoubted popu- 
larity to prevent an indorsement of the In- 
diana Judge, and “the unwise zeal” of the 
ultra Blaine men may thus be the means of 
preventing the expression of the Republican 
sentiment of the State.

WHO FIRST PROPOSED GRESHAM? 

A dispatch from New York says: Ex- 
** Congressman George R. Davis of Chicago 
* is in the city, full of enthusiasm for Judge 
‘Gresham. Col. Davis was reminded that 
“Tae CIAO Trisune claimed the hcnor 
“of bringing Judge Gresham out as a candi- 
“date. He vigorously denied it, and said 
* that the Jnter-Ocean was first in the field.” 
In reply to this, it was entirely unnecessary 
for Col. Davis to enter up any such denial, as 
Tun TRIBUNE has never made the claim. It 
attaches no importance to the honor of 
priority of discovery in this case, and cares 
not a straw whether it was the first: or the 
101ist newspaper to suggest the name of Judge 
Gresham. What Tun Trisune wants is to 
have him nominated, as it feels sure that he 
can be elected and will make a splendid 
President. It has not the slightest ob- 
jection to its hyphenated neighbor's enjoy- 
ment of the honor, if its esteemed conterfipo- 
raries do not challenge it. It does not affirm 
or deny the right of any one paper to appro- 
priate the honor of original discovery, nor is 
it necessary to waste time or space over the 
matter, and Col. Davis is free to attribute’ the 
first naming of Judge Gresham to the Inter- 
Ocean, the Journal, the St. Louis Globe Demo- 
erat, or any other sheet, so far as Tun Tan- 
UNE is concerned, It is true, however, that 
the name of Juage Gresham was in the minds 
of hundreds of newspaper editors and thou- 
sands of people as an invincible candidate all 
the time, even before Mr. Blaine wrote his 
Florence letter of withdrawal, though if he 
had not ordered it printed, ana if it had been 
given out officially that he wanted the nom- 
ination, neither Judge Gresham nor any 
other candidate, except the standing candi- 
dates Sherman and Harrison, would have 
been mentioned. Mr. Blaine woula have had 
the field all to himself, with the exception of 
Harrison and Sherman, whose booms would 
have had a weak life, Now that Mr. Blaine, 
however, has left the field free to others, and 
Judge Gresham has taken a prominent and 
commanding position in it, Tux Tann will 
not quarrel, or dispute, or traverse any one’s 
claim as to priority in suggesting him, while 
it will content itself with advocating his 
nomination and his election. 


REFORM IN MEDICAL EDUCATION. 

The recommendations of Dr. Garnett, Pres- 
ident of the American Medical Association, 
in its session at Cincinnati, must meet the ap- 
proval not only of the medical profession 
but of the general public. The training of 
physicians in the United States is deplorably 
inferior to that required in older countries. 
It is true that the ancient requirement of a 
collegiate course, with its antiquated thumb- 
ing of classics, which still constitutes an in- 
exorabie rule in many parts of Europe, would 
not find wide welcome in this country. But 
itis indisputable that even such a require- 
ment, with the added five years of study and 
hospital practice, is better than the gross 
laxity of admitting to medical colleges callow 
youth without preliminary study or exami- 
nation worth mention, and after two or at 
most three years of instruction, six months 
in each year, giving them certificates to ex- 
periment upon the health and lives of com- 
munities. 

It is not without a smile that the conduct- 
ors of petty medical colleges will reply to 
Dr. Garnett that he and his brethren who 
fayor reform have been dilatory in the mat- 
ter until the ranks of practitioners have 
grown too full for the profits of those at the 
head. But while the leaders of the profes- 
sion are perhaps open to criticism in this, it 
must be remembered that they have been 
practically neipless. The oldest medical col- 
leges in the country, especially those in the 
East, have adhered to a standard of admission 
and @ curriculum more comprehensive and 
more practical than has been adopted by 
younger and more eager medical institutions.

Dr. Garnett recommends that uniform 


graduacing more than fifty doctors a year be 
revoked. He also recommends that uniform 
conditions for admission to medical colleges 
be adopted; and he would require some 
knowledge of the classics in the preparatory 
education, These recommendations are 
founded in the obvious necessities of the pro- 
fession; but there will be considerable @fi- 
culty in procuring identical State legislation 
to make them operative. The profession it- 
self will be the chief factor in their promo- 
tion, If the majority of its members be in 
favor of them a considerable number of 
States may be relied upon to make them law. 
The ethics of the profession protect the 
quacks and charlatans so effectually that lit- 
tle of the phenomena of their malpractice is 
permitted to become public. If the evils 
arising trom ignorance be 80 great as to in- 
spire the profession to reform itself it is un- 
doubtedly high time the reform should set in. 


AN AMAZONIAN MARCH PROPOSED. 

Mr. Francis Minor of St. Louis is out with 
a printed “ Address to Republicans,” in 
which he discusses with startling originality 
the momentous question: How to avoid de- 
feat.“ Mr. Minor’s view8 are in many re- 
spects striking and peculiar. No exception 
can be taken to his declaration that the Re- 
publican party has made a splendid rec 
ord’? and has achieved great results for the 
country, but his claim that under existing 


everywhere flourishing and extending” can 
hardly be admitted to possess a grain of 
truth so long as farmers are getting half 
prices for their products and are paying 
a price and a half for their gooas and 
implements, and are as a consequence up to 
their eyes in mortgage debt. , would 
seem indeed thatif the Republican party 
should attempt to reduce taxation and get 
the farmers out of their present sore plight it 
might recruit itself and gain needed strength. 
But the Republican M. C.’s have not lifted a 
finger in that direction as yet. Mr. Minor, 
however, will have none of this. While 
claiming that the farmers and country are in 
a singularly prosperous and happv condition, 
he insists with even greater emphasis that 
the Republican party isin a bad way, and 
asks, almost in despair: Can the Repub- 
licans win in the coming contest?” 

On one condition only, in answering his 
own question, does Mr. Minor consider Re- 
publican victory probable—viz.: The imme- 
diate adoption of universal female suffrage, 
including the negresses, thus doubling up 
the black uncounted vote in the South. 
In his opinion the Republican party has little 
chance so long as negreas suffrage is denied 
in the South and ten or twelve States 
are played like loaded dice by the 


The remedy, he thinks, is to double the black 
vote by adopting female suffrage, and thus 
make the negroes so strong that they can be 


neither intimidatea nor counted out by the 


white men and women combined. Mr, 
Minor’s idea is, that if the negresses are en- 
franchised they will cast their ballots and 
have them counted at the razor’s edge and 
thus roll up a heavy majority for the Repub- 
licans. 

Wuile the negro men have been driven 
away from the polls or been defrauded by 
false countiag, it is predicted by this Minor 
that the negresses will organize an amazo- 
nian march that will sweep the cotton States 
and overcome alike the ballot-box stuffers 
and the remnants of the Ku-Klux and the 
White League, reinforced by two or three 
millions of white female voters. 

But Mr. Minor forgets that a constitutional 
amendment conferring suffrage on women of 
one race alone could never be adopted, but 
that the franchise if extended to any 
must be to all. Thus woman suffrage 
would not simply double the black vote 
but the white vote as well, und would bring 
to the polls the implacable female Confeder- 
ates of whom Jeff Davis boasts that not one 
was ever “reconstructed.” In the North, 
too, female suffrage would simply double the 
vote of both parties, provided all the new 
voters would go to the polls, but the advan- 
tage in this respect would undoubtedly be 
with the Democracy. Anyway, Minor's 
scheme could not be got into operation in 
time for next fall’s election by ten, twenty, 
or fifty years, no matter how all people of his 
faith and fancy exerted themselves,

MISTAKES OF HENSON. 

The Rev. Mr. Henson made several serious 
mistakes in his sermou last Sunday on the 
liquor question in Chicago. (1) He denounced 
the Mayor for not closing saioons Sunday, 
and called loudly for “a man with the nerve 
to enforce the law,” forgetting that the Sun- 
day-closing ordinance was repealed fifteen 
years ago, and that the Mayor, having no 
ordinance to act under, has no duty of the 
sort to perform. In 1873, when the issue on 
enforcing the Sunday-closing ordinance was 
made between Mr. Colvin and Acting-Mayor 
Bond, the latter, who was pledged to the 
closing of saloons the first day of the week, 
was defeated by a majority of 12,000, the vote 
standing 31,000 for the repeal of the ordi- 
nance and 19,000 against it. The party 
opposed to closing the saloons Sun- 
day carried every ward in the city 
but four and secured a heavy majority 
in the Council and at once repealed the ordi- 
nance. (2) Mr. Henson erred painfully in 
declaring that saloon-taxing laws are com- 
promises with an evii, and that on the same 
principle murder, burglary, or prostitution 
might be licensed“ ! These offenses are 
wrongs at common law, whereas liquor sell- 
ing is by the same standard a legal right and 
so declared by the Supreme Court of Illinois. 
Ask any lawyer. Accordingly the Legisla- 
ture in changing the common law could give 
no more license or privilege to a business 
that was already free and untaxed, but could 
only curtail its common-law freedom and 
subject it to regulation. If in the case of 
murder, burglary, and other common-law 
crimes the Legislature had remitted or low- 
ered the penalty such action might be a 
“compromise with an evil,” but it is an 
abuse of language to so term an act that put 
pains, penalties, and partial prohibition 
on a traffic previously free ana unre- 
strained under the common law. (8) If 
the saloon-taxing statute which the Rev. Mr. 
Henson esteems a “compromise with an 
evil“ were repealed what would be the re- 
sult? Simply that the $2,000,000 of tax pen- 
alty now collected (and which supports the 
police) would be remitted to the saloonkeep- 
ers? Tus restrictions that prevent an increase 
m the number of dramshops would be re- 
moved and the liquor venders, with no tax 
to pay, no pecuniary pledge for good conduct 
in the hands of the authorities, would swell 
in numbers enormously and have the liberty 
to run riot. Without martial law and mili- 
tary rule prohibition could not be enforced 
in Chicago. To remove the tax would sim- 
ply mean an unrestrained, unregulated, un- 
controiled, uncontroliabie, and expanded traf- 
fic in free rum, and two millions of dollars 
of extra taxes would have to be levied on the 
already heavily-taxed property-owners, while 
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their way and attempt to carry out their

sible in this country for the minority to rule 
the majority.

AN ENGLISH ARCTIC EXPLOBER. 

N. W. Hornstadt, the United States Consul 
at Moscow, has made an interesting. report 
upon the efforts of the English Aretic ex- 
plorer, Capt. Joseph Wiggins, to open up com- 
munication with Central Asia and Japan via 
the Northeast passage. Having for many 
years had the idea that a large and lucrative 
trade could be established between Europe 
and Hastern Siberia by way of the Sea of 
Kara and the great rivers Obi and Yenisei, 
both of which penetrate the interior of the 
country over 2,500 miles, and that thence a 
road could be opened by lakes and rivers to 
Japan, he has made no less than eight 
voyages from the English coast, with more 
or less success financiaily, but sufficient 
to establish the feasibility of the 
route. On his last voyage he left 
the Tyne Aug. 5, 1887, and reached 
the mouth of the Yenisei River the Ist 
of September, Thence he sailed up the 
river 1,000 miles, disposed of his cargo at a 
large profit, and put his vessel into winter 
quarters, he himself going overland by sledges 
to Nijni-Novgorod, and thence to Moscow. 
He reports the country as rich in gold, iron, 
copper, graphite, marble, and coal, with vast 
forests of splendid timber and extensive dis- 
triots of arabie land, and proposes that 
ocean steamers should go as far as the mouth 
of the Yenisei, where a station and ware- 
houses should be set up and small river 
steamers should carry the goods into the in- 
terior and bring back grain and other prod- 
ucts, The Consul also reports that in case 
asystematic effort is made to develop the 
region the Russian Government is prepared 
to remove its penal settlements to more re- 
mote parts. 

WHERE I8 STANLEY? 

Stanley, the intrepid African explorer, 
started out last June on an expedition for the 
relief of Emin Bey, who was supposed to be 
hemmed in somewhere in the region of the 
Albert Nyanza by hostile natives. He had 
before him a journey of nearly 400 miles 
through an utterly unknown land, only one 
section of which, the Mabode country, had 
ever been visited by a white man. He left 
Yambuga Rapids the th of June with 350 
well-armed men. One of his couriers re- 
turned to Yambuga Aug. 12, and brought 
word from him up to July 15, when all was 
well, but since that date no word has come 
from the expedition. Meanwhile Emin Bey 
has been heard from, by way of Victoria 
Nyanza and Zanzibar. He had sent out 
parties in quest of Stanley, but up 
to Nov. 2 had heard nothing from him. 
Stanley had expected to reach Wadelai 
late in August, but at last accounts he was 
two months overdue at that point. The New 
York Sun, which is an authority in matters 
of African exploration, is of opinion that he 
would not encounter any hostile tribes strong 
enough to overcome his force, and that no 
expedition ever entered the interior of Afri- 
ca better able to resist the hostiles. It is in- 
clined, therefore, to believe that he has been 
delayed by the difficulty of provisioning his 


“forces as he went along, and that it will be 


found he has either returned to Yambugaor 
that he is waiting where communication 
could be had with him via the Upper Congo. 
Meanwhile Emin bey, who was the object of 
Stanley’s search, appears to be doing well, 
and has only one source of anxiety—namely: 
the whereabouts of Stanley.

Death of Admiral William Hewett—Sketch 
of His Life, 5 

Loxpox, May 14. — Admiral Sir William 
Hewett, commander of the Channel fleet, 
died at Portsmouth last night. He was 54 
years old. 

[He was the second son of the late Mr. Wil- 
iam Wrighte Hewett, by Susan Moore, daughter 
of the late Rev. John Maddy, D. D.; and was 
born at Brighton in 1884. He pntered the royal 
navy in 1847, and became Lieutenant in 1554, 
Commander in Captain in 1862, and Rear- 
Admiral in 1878. e served with the naval brig- 
ade in the Burmese war and in China, and also 
in the Russian war of 1854-55, for which he re- 
eeived the Order of the Legion of Honor and the 
Sardinian war medal. The Victoria Cross, with 
two dates, was also conferred upon him for con- 
spicvous bravery in the field before Sebas- 
topol and  Inkermann. He commanded 
the Beagle at the capture of Kertch ana Yeni- 
kali, and in the Azoff expedition. During the 

antee war of 1873-74, he was Commodore on 

o west coast of Africa, and he was present at 
Amoaful and the capture of Coomassie. For his 
services he was creaied a Knight Commander of 
the Order of the Bath (March 31, 1874). Subse- 
quently he severely punished the Congo River 
pirates for outrages (1875). He was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief on the East India station in 
1882, and in the same year for his services when 
in command of naval forces in the expedition to 
Egypt he received the thanks of Parliament. 
He was created a Knight Commander of the Or- 
der of the Star of India in 1882.

A play 
must be, first of all, a work of art; secondly, 

you choose, a sermon, and à lesson, however 
sane or however timely, is permissible only when 


the production, which are of prime importance, 
The first thing that strikes one is the masterly 
use of individuals as types. The hero is the 
cause of democracy personified—impetuous after 
centuries of restraint, fiercely indignant under 
wrong, magnanimous in victory. Paul Kauvar 
is the gold of humanity without the guinea’s 
stamp. Not less typical and intensely French in 
coloring are the figures of the Duc de Beaumont 
and Gen. de Laroche, the former representing 
the prejudices of the old nobility, and the latter 
the enthtisiasm of the feudal idea of loyalty. 
The villain of the play one regards as an instance 
of overelaborated melodramatic perfidy; for in 
such scenes as France then furnished reality 
mocked exaggeration. Diane de Beaumont, 
daughter of the old aristocrat, and secretly the 
wife of the revolutionary leader, is a con- 
ventional figure, tender, gracious, and spirited. 
The play opens in the middle of things. Diane 
and her father are under the protection of Paul 
Kauvar when they are arrested by agents of the 
Tribunal on warrants that bear the signature of 
their host. Paul is pledged to secrecy regarding 
his relation to Diane, and at her warning he si- 
lentiy bears the imputation of treachery. In the 
second act the Duke’s place in the march to the 
guillotine is taken by a stranger. The curtain 
falls upon Diane's prayer for the unk nown one 
who has offered himself as a sacrifice. The 
stranger is Paul Kauvar. Thus far the action 16 
direct and the interest cumulative. The climax 
is reached in Act III. Diane and her father are 
at the headquarters of the Royalists 
in La Vendee. The villain asks the 
girl's hand in marriage and obtains 
the father’s consent. In despair Diane 
confesses her union with Paul Kauvar. 
But he is dead, the villain explains, having 
offered his life in atonement for his treachery to 
the Duke. Diane's intuition tells her that no 
traitor could be capable of so sublime a sacrifice, 
and she glories in her husband's heroism. The 
father who had disowned her a moment before 
she now disowns, and the curtain falls on her 
proud espousal of the cause of the Revolution. 
Diffuseness instead of concentration marks the 
remainder of the play. Paul Kauvar, who has 
escaped the guillotine, is captured by the Royal- 
ists and condemned to be shot. His bravery 
here strikes one as blatant. It is, moreover, the 
repetition of a dramatic expedient to place him 
again in the shadow of death. The sympathy of 
the audience has already halved him as a martyr, 
and it suddenly appears that he has won the 
palm without suffering the pains of martyr- 
dom. Hence a reluctance on the part 
of the spectators to weep for him a second time, 
especially as they have a well-defined notion that 
the dramatist who has so miraculously saved 
him will serve him another good turn. The divis- 
ion of the fourth and fifth acts is arbitrary, and 
the denouement is weakened by being 80 long 
delayed. The audience is interested in the fate 
of the characters; the author is anxious to point 
his moral, and the lines of action consequently 
diverge at the point where they should converge. 
The mob is not indispensable; it should, there- 
fore, be done away with. Besides, while Mr. 
Mackaye clearly defines the issue between the 
Republic and the Monarchy, his picture of the 
infuriated populace belittles the tremendous and 
sublime uprising that, thundering in the Rue St. 
Antoine, shook the thrones of Europe. One 
would say by way of summary that Paul 
Kauvar is a strong and serious drama, pointed 
in dialog, positive in character, and thrilling in 
incident, Its symmetry ig marred by the attempt 
to make it an argument against anarchy and 
by two concessions to popular triviality— 
first, sensational tableaux; second, the conven- 
tional happy ending that melodrama requires. 
Paul Kauvar ismobly planned, and should 
have been a tragedy. The author, when he pi- 
joted the two leading characters through the 
storm of the Revolution, defied the mandate of 
destiny. A word as tothe acting. Mr. Haworth 
is charged with superb sensibility, which ig not 
as yet artistically regulated. He is too high- 
strung, and his work lacks variety. He is now 
what one judged him to be on former visits to 
Chicago—a great actor, an humature artist. A 
sweet and graceful heroine is MiSs Carrie Tur- 
ner; her presence is beneficent; her elocution 
pure and effective. Mr. Frederic de Belleville 
gives distinction to the role of the old aristocrat. 
Mr. Nestor Lennon as the Royalist General 
acted with force and discretion. The first per 
formance of the play in Chicago was a notable 
event; the immense audience that filled Hooley’s 
Theatre was generous in its applause, and Mr. 
Steele Mackaye was called before the curtain to 
receive most flattering congratulations,

In Chicago last evening were performed 
two comedies, ane breathing the spirit of the last 
century in England, the other representative of 
the present time in America—“ The School for 
Scandal ana “The Henrietta.” Richard Brins- 
ley Sheridan is the name that links our era with 
the comedies of the "Restoration; and the only 
name that America can look to with the hope that 
it will sustain the dramatic succession of wit and 
satire is that of Mr. Bronson Howard. One will 
not institute a comparison between the mas- 
terpiece which has become a classic and 
one of the first essays that our young 
stage has made in pure comedy; and yet 
it is satisfactory to note that in Mr. 
Howard's latest play are literary aspiration, 
if not achievement, and a felicity of satire that 


closely approaches a high order of wit. It is the 


first biossoming tree that foretells the summer 
in the garden of the American drama. Itisa 
coincidence, by the way, that there is a similarity 
in the plots of the old piece and the new one 
that found themselves so curiously coupled: 
both present us with the picture of two brothers 
who make a moral antithesis. And in the 
comedy of Sheridan and the comedy of How- 
ard, the dramatist flatters us by correcting the 
course of the world—he unveils hypocrisy and 
rewards generosity. The welcome that “The 
Henrietta received was warm, and it 
was not a disappointment to those who 
had read of its reception in the Past. 
The Chicago Opera-House was filled with 
people who beheld in the mimic scene a re- 
flection of their own follies, which is the polite 
word to apply to the vices of modern life. Money 
is the subject of the story; and lightly as the 
most characteristic phase of American society is 
treated—the craving for acquisition—there comes 
with the laughter that bubbles up a conscious- 
ness of the vulgarity of narrow lives and low 
aims. There is a suspicion of bitterness that is 
salutary in the picture of a society with honest 
and even noble instincts dominated by a greed 
thatis exalted as an honorable ambition. Par- 
ticularly daring is the situation in Act III., 
which has that touch of seriousness which 
should ever vindicate the frivolity of comedy. 
The telegraphic instrument of a broker's office 
is ticking with metallic coldmess the variations 
of the pulse of speculation. One message brings 
to a father the news that he has been ruined by 
the treachery of his own son. When that son in 
his turn reads on the coils of white tane the 
figures that mean retribution, and staggers 
stricken down by heart-disease through the vio- 
lence of the shock, the spectacle is presented of 
the dying man neglected in a chair, while a fush- 
ionable clergyman, ignorant of the presence of 
death, bends intentiy over the clicking money 
monitor. The reproach putin the mouth of the 
dying manis unnecessary; it is merely theat- 
rical. But the picture itself is dramatic, start- 
ling in contrast, and eloquent in truth. There 
could not be a more delicate and more 
cutting arraignment .of that refinement 
of selfishness’ which in every age 
has assumed some churchly guise, 
but in no age has been so bold as in that which 
regards it with undisguised contempt. The cur- 
tain falls on the third act of “The Henrietta” 
while the doctor bends above the dead body of 
the speculator, the abashed clergyman stands 
helplesiy by, and the ticker, as unmindful of 
death as of life, impartially rattles out its news 
of rising and falling markets. The central fig- 
ure of the play is drawn with humor and keen 
appreciation of character as developed in Amer- 
ican commercial life. Nicholas Vanalstyne, 
genially and shrewdly played by Mr. Crane, is a 
bluff, energetic, and not unkindly type of the 
successful speculator. His innate goodness 
saves him from being vulgarized. by the trade 
that roughens him. Heis the Robin Hood 
his tribe. Mr. Crane carries out 
admirably the author's conception, save in the 
trying pathetic passages, where he is slightly 
strained. Mr. Stuart Robson has a character 
that is drawn with some deviation from the line 
of nature to fit his peculiar individuality.

An Incident on West Madison Street 
Which Resulted in a Fine Before Jus- 
tice Doyle and a Civil Suit for $5,000 
Damages—Attorney Kraft’s Unfortunate

that it was five minutes before 9, and the 
clock with a china tace, having a complete 
disdain for its wooden rivals, was postive that 
it was 9o’clock exactly.

HE IS ASKED SOME QUESTIONS ABOUT 
SUMNER Cc. WELCH. 


Taken in Hand by Attorney Parkhurst— 


Inquiries Relating to the Handling of 


Funds During the Period of Construc- 
tion of the Chicago City Railway com- 
pany— Judge Barnum Called to the 
Stand—A Juror in the Kerfoot Case. 


President Holmes was the first witness 
called in the alleged jury-bribing case be- 
fore Judge Hawes yesterday. His testimony 
was mainly a repetition of that already given 
in relation to the part Welch had taken in 
the handling of funds auring the construc- 
tion of the City Railway.

A PARK OF THE CARPENTER PROPERTY. 


The Purchase of the Square for Public 
Use Suggested. 

A man rewarked the otherday that the 
Chicago park system was a fraud. 

“ They are not parks at all,” he aeclared; 
“they are sections of the surrounding coun- 
try fenced in and sufficiently improved to 
afford an excuse to stick up signs promis- 
cously warping people to keep off the grass. 
They are four or tive miles away from any- 
where. In order to get the benefit ot them a 
person needs a week’s vacation.. When a 


man gets a week’s vacation he goes fishing 
over in Michigan or up in Wisconsin; he 
doesn’t waste his time in a park. The true 
office of a park is to provide a breathing 
spot among the business biocks and the 
crowded residence streets, where one can 
spend an hour in the evening and odd 
moments during the day. Such are Washing- 
ton Park on Nort e, Jefferson and 
Union Parks on the West Side, and a few 
others in different of the city. They 
are crowded all the time. In the even 
they overtiow witb poops. Go to Garfiel 
or Humboldt or South k after 6 or 7 in 
the evening and you imagine yourself in a 
wilderness; ten to one you won’t see a living 
soul. At least half their value is lost be- 
cause it takes so long to get to and from 
them.” 

These are sentiments which will doubtless 
be expressed in somewat Mar age at 
the next meeting of the West Side Citizens’ 
Association. The s rs, however. will 
not waste their breath on purposeless gen- 
eralities. They have a distinct object in 
view, and, unless the matter is deferred for 
the present, will advocate the purchase of 
the old Philo Carpenter homeatead with a 
view of throwing it open to the public as a 
much-needed breathing spot. The old Car- 
penter homestead is advertised for sale, and 
is be cleared of the few old buildings 
which have been an eyesore to residents of 
the neiguborhood for so long. The property 
com the entare block mg between 
Randolph street and Washington boulevard 
and Carpenter and Morgan streets. It 
is shaded by forty or fifty ancient 
willows and cottonwoods, some of which are 
more than a foot in diameter; and many 
smaller trees. A considerable portion of the 
ground is ragged and bare, but beneath a 
number of the older trees taere is a green 
and springy turf which even now suggests to 
passers-by the idea that it would be gross 
neglect not to consecrate so charming a spot 
to the romping children and air-famished in- 
door workers whose homes are in the neigh- 
porhood. This square is peculiarly adapted 
to such a purpose, and its location, in the 
midst of perhaps the most thickly populated 
section fronting on the boulevard, and ata 
considerable distance from any other open 
square, would make its benefits most eagerly 
utilized.

Annual Meeting of the Directors of Michael 
Dunn's Home. 

The annual meeting of the directors of the 
Industrial Home for ex-Convicts was held 
last Saturday afternoon. This home, which 
was organized about three years ago by 
Michael Dunn, is one of four located in the 
United States whose object is to assist dis- 
charged convicts in earning an honest liveli- 
hood and lead ing a better fe.

Lowy being pur- 
ported assignee of the stock of goods was to sell 
them for what he could get. Out of the profits 
he was te have half and the other half was to be 
sent to Smith in Canada.

A Legislative Committee Turned Loose in 
the Iowa University. 

Iowa City, Ia, May 14.—[Special.}|—The 
committee appointed by the last Legislature 
will arrive here tomorrow to investigate the 
management of the Stete University. The 


Several important changes will be made as 

a result of the improvements made in naval 
architecture since the monitor was originally 
designed. Formerly the turrets rested on 
the upper deck, from which they were lifted 
by a central spindle and revolved by steam 
to bring the guns to bear as desired.
